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said tobacco is exposed in said barn, wherein said barn as modified may be used for 
the curing of tobacco leaves]. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record suggests modifying a tobacco curing barn by replacing a direct fire heater with 
an electric or convection heater, which would inherently provide the tobacco barn with a 
heating unit that does not generate exhaust gases comprising nitric oxides; however, 
the prior art of record, does not teach nor reasonably suggest further modifying the barn 
to ensure that the nitric oxide level within the barn during tobacco curing is suppressed 
to prevent formation of nitrosamines in the tobacco, as Applicant has now claimed - 
which is fully supported by the instant specification on page 3, lines 30-34 and page 9, 
lines 31-32.
